REMARKS 

In response to the restriction/election requirement mailed on December 7, 2005, please 
enter the following Response. The restriction/election requirement requires Applicants to elect 
one of the following inventions under 35 U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Claims 1-55, drawn to a medical fluid system with various components, classified 
in class 604, subclass 6.11. 

II. Claims 56-66, drawn to a method for using a postdilution clearance mode, 

classified in class 210, subclass 645. 

III. Claims 67-77, drawn to a method for filtering and infusing fluid to a patient, 
classified in class 604, subclass 6.09. 

IV. Claims 78-95, drawn to a method for filtering and infusing fluid to a patient 
multiple times, classified in class 604, subclass 6.09. 

V. Claims 96-98, drawn to a method for configuring a flow path, classified in class 
137, subclass 15.01. 

Applicants elect, with traverse, Group I, Claims 1 to 55. Applicants traverse concerns the 
finding that the claimed methods of Groups II to V do not recite limitations of the apparatus 
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claimed in Group 1. For example, there is no showing in the Office Action that: (i) limitation(s) 
of Claim 14 are not present in Claim 67; and (ii) limitation(s) of Claim 46 are not present in 
Claim 91.

Applicants elect, with traverse, Species B, Claims 14 to 38. Applicants also respectfully 
submit that at least Claims 67 to 77 also read on the elected species. Applicants traverse 
concerns the finding that no claims are generic. Applicants respectfully submit that at least some 
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of the elected claims are generic with respect to at least some of the claims of the non-elected 
species.
